We have received » from the 
Colonial Secretary’s Office a copy 
of the reply of the Harbour Mnster 
to the letter of the Seerctary, of 
the Chamber of Commerce, publish- 
ed in the Hong Kong’ newspapers 
on July.4

_I wish’to point out in the’ first 
place that my remarks in, Sessional 
Paper. No. 2 of 1929 were not intend. 
ed as a complete general criticiam 
ofthe Kau Sing. Such criticisms 
as were offered were intended mere- 
ly to supplement the. answers to 
the questions asked by Sir Henry 
Pollock in regard to the feasibility 
and cost of dybstituting motor 
engines for the present engines of 
the Kau Sing. [ ; 
Ralaing Steam. 


2—In summarising what.is des- 
eribed to be my case the Chamber’ 
of Commerce states thant I intended 
to convey that ‘the boiler installa- 
tion is unsuitable because too long 
a time is taken‘ in getting up 
steam '’; what I actially said was: 
“ From cold boilers it takes 12 hours 
to raise steam, and even with fires 
banked in one boiler it is not con- 
sidered safe to send her autside 
harbour limits unti] such time os 
steam has been. raised in the sceand 
boiler.” I did not intend, to convey | 
that for the purpose for which the 
Kau, Sing was specially designed, 
that'is, to render assistance to ship- 
ping during the typhoon weather, 
the boiler ‘installation was consider- 
ed unsuitable, since ample Warning 
is normally received of the approach 
of typhoons, and also, during the 
typhoon ‘season; from June 15 till 
October 15 approximately the Kau 
Sing is always kept under a steam 
presaure of 10 pounds with banked 


If, on. the other hand, the Kau 
Sing is expected to be able.'td raise 
steam quickly, ard go out ‘to the 
assistance of shipping .in. distress 
outside the harbour when she is not 
under. banked fires, as in the case 
of the Hsin Wah, then the present 
boiler installation must be consider- 
ed unsatisfactory.

As one who acted for five'ycars as 
Chicf Adviser to the late . arshal_ 
Chang Tso Lin, the War Lord who 
made Manchuria what it is to-day, 
1 was able to study intimately and 
at first hand the politics and in- 
‘trigues which have led up to the 
present ‘critical state of affairs. 

The focal point of ¢the present 
troubles is the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, a main line track run- 
ning from Vladivostok across the 
great Manchurian plains to Man- 
chouli, on the Russo-Chinese border, 
where it connects with the Trans- 
Siberian Railway and so links up 


‘the East: with Moscow, Leningrad’ 


and Berlin. 
- Varied History, 


It is the main route: for all fast 
mai] and passenger services and as 
such is of incalculable commercial 
and strategic value. * ; 


It runs for ‘about a, thousand 
miles through Chinese territory and 
this ig the stretch which is causing 
the trouble, . . 

Originally the railway was built 
by a Rusgian syndicate forined in 
1902 and aided by French capital, 
but since then it hos passed through 
a series of the financial vicissitudes 
to which railways in sich coun- 
tries are usually subject. 


The Russian Government, by 
virtue: of advanced, obtained a cer- 
tain ‘measure of “control over the 
shates of the company, and after 
the Russo-Japanese war - ~ the 
southern part of the railway /waa 
handed over to the Japanese by 
the Russian ' Government, The 
shareholders were compensated for 
"the proportion of track lost. 


. Bolsheviks on tha Scene, 
In 1917 the Bolsheviks came ac- 


tively on the scene and the Chinese, 


Government ‘repudiated Russian 
control over -the railway. From 
that day the directors’ meetings 
hyve been. held in Peping instead 
Of in. Leningrad. ‘An ‘internatidnal 


technica! board ‘took over control }- 


in +1918 with General Stevens, an 
American, - as chairman, * This 
board advanced the railway several 
million dollars to keep it going.’ 

In 1920 o provisional agreement 
was signed “between -the share- 
holders, reg A represented by the 
Russo-Asiatic Bank, and the Chin- 
ese, Government, by the terms of 
.which the Chinese Government took 
over control until 1924, : 

In that year China recognised the 
Sovict and the two Governments 
took over the railway jointly with- 
out giving the shareholders ‘any 
compensation. From then til] now 
it has begn run jointly by the two 
Governments. The Russian Gov- 
ernment agreed to compensate the 
spareholierss but nothing has been 

lone. 


Now we come to the main point, 
which is thot the Russians obtuined 
control ‘of a railway in China with 
special privileges without giving 
the Chinese reciprocal privileges. 
This is contrary to the’ provisions 
of the Washington Conference, and 
has seriously affected al! foreign 
interests trading in North Man- 
churia. : .

founded by American missionaries 


is becoming the -.most popular 
“ watering place” of China, thanks 
to the patronage this summer’ of 
some of the most prominent Chinese 
militarists and civil officials, 
‘The resort is Peitaho, on the 
shores of the China’ Sea near‘ Shan- 
haikwan, where the, mountains come 
down to the sea, and where. the 
Great Wall of China ends, 

Peitaho’s rise to fashionableness 
is paralleled in Japan, jak ig the 
mountain resort Karuizawd, also 
founded by missionaries, has become 
the fashion. centre of Japan in the 
summertime. _, : 

For many years Peitaho had no 
particular “pretensions to fame. It 
had been. selected at the beginning 
of the century by missionaries as & 
comfortable ‘place to ‘spend the 
summer.’ Many of them built houses, 
and leased plots of ground for small 
sums. Here they bathed in the 
‘ocean, walked on the beach,. and 
had religious conferences. 


If Peace Prevalis ——. 


Where the missionaries blazed the 
trail, the diplomats and business 
communities in Peping ard Tientsin 
followed, Soon many of then began 
to go to Peitaho for the summer. 

Now the Chinese officials have 

paved the .way for a “boom” in 
Peitaho by visiting the resort for 
a few weeks. Marshal Chang 'Haueh 
Liang, overlord of Manchuria, spent 
ten, days at Peitaho this summer, 
and.this was the final touch needed. 
After Marshal Chang’s visit, many 
of the chief dignitaries on both 
rides of the wall spent some time 
in. the resort. nae 
. Marshal Chang visited the simple 
little resort in style. He took with 
him two long ‘trains, one, to carry 
his 1,000 pefsonal body-guards. and 
the other, consisting of . thirteen 
cars, for-himsclf and his staff. He 
bathed daily and played tennis with’ 
his staff and with foreign fricnds..
